W a s h in g t o n , M*y m b .—Stanley Matthews' con­ 
firmation is the talk of to night, and all sorts of 
rumors are afloat m to how individual Senators 
voted on the question : also concerning the d o s , í - 
bility of to-day*s action being reconsidered. 
It does 
not seem probable that any motion to reconsider 
will be entered, it being manifest that no one of the 
twenty-two Senator* who voted in the affirmative 
to-day would have so voted if he desired to de'ett 
the nomination, which had finally only a bare ma­ 
jority of one, and therefore the entering of a

sessions— the

|>*rlia-

Some of the lists of votes made up by the news­ 
paper men to-night exhibit both the California Sena­ 
tors 
and 
Jone* of Nevuia as voting in the 
affirmative, but a more reliable account mentions 
Farley as voting in the negative, and reports that 
he assigned Matthews' speech against the Chinese 
fifteen-passenger bill a9 his reason for voting that 
way. One cause of the opposition of many Eastern 
Senators to Matthews’ confirmaticn and similarly 
one explanation of the votes of some Western men 
iu his favor, is his advocacy of the double-standard 
syst'.m aud his pronounced support of the Pacific 
coast view of the silver question. It is also said 
by friends of Judge Matthews that his alleged 
hostility to Governmental control over corporations 
is a gross perversion of bis argument against the 
Thurman bill, which was directed solely to the ques­ 
tion \\Jiether or not it violated an existing written 
contract. The Evening Star publishes the follow­ 
ing : “ Jay Could yesterday telegraphed to a West­ 
ern Senator, ‘Can you conscientiously vote for the 
confirmation of Matthews?'” Mr. Gould did not 
indicate on which side of the tally list he wished 
the Senator’s conscience placed. This report is not 
generally credited, for the doable reason that Could, 
it is cot believed, would be so foolish as to use the 
telegraph for such a purpose, and b cau e it is 
highly improbable that the recipient of any such 
tele;ram would disclose it. 
P rovltlciift o f G eneral Tpton*» W ill. 


N e w Y o r k , May 12th.—A Timen' special of yes­ 
terday from Batavia, N. Y., says: The will of Gen­ 
eral Upton was admitted to probate in the Genesee 
County Surrogate’s office in this village yesterday. 
The will was drawn up by General Upton July 3 
1875, while he was visiring his parents in this town 
previous to starting on a tour around the world. 
It i«* a singular document. Miss Sara K. Upton, 
the General’s sister, to whom he was greatly at­ 
tached, is the executrix and the principal legatee, 
though his father and mother, who yet live here, 
and other members of the family—which consists 
of ten grown children—are all remembered. The 
value of the estate is estimated at $25,000. The 
greater part of this is invested in a manufacturing 
concern at Battle Creek, Mich. The income from 
copyrights of Upton’s Infantry Tactic*, and tactics 
for non-military bodies, is bequeathed to his sister 
Sara, provided that the income does not exceed 
$1,000. The residue of the income from these copy­ 
rights, after deducting several small beque.6ts, is 
directed to be held in trust by his executors, to 
be applied 
to the education of such of his 
nephews and nieces as desire a collegiate educa­ 
tion, but when in the jadgment of the executors 
no more of the income is needed for the above pur­ 
pose, they are empowered to apply the residue to aid 
such necessitous aud worthy jiereon or persons re­ 
siding in Genesee county, N. Y., as may be desirous 
of collegiate education, and who shall have passed 
a satisfactory examination before competent ex­ 
aminers. It is stipulated that not more than $600 
per annum shall be ho applied, upon the further 
condition that a fourth part of the money shall be 
repiid by the person receiving it, at such time 
within ten years after its receipt as the executors 
may decide. The income from these copyrights 
amounts to $0,000 per year. The steel saber worn 
by Upton in the battles at Blackburn’s Ford, Bull 
Run, Gains’ Mill, Charles City, Cross Roads, Cromp­ 
ton’s Gap, Antietam, Fredericksburg, Chancellor* 
rille, Gettsburg, Rappahannock Station, The Wilder­ 
ness, Spott^ylvania Court house, Cold Harbor and 
Petersburg is bequeathed to his brother, James S. 
Upton, of Battle Creek, Mich., to be by him given 
to the first nephew or collateral relative of the name 
who may be graduated at West Point and enter the 
army. His swords, commissions and official papers 
are bequeathed to his father and mother, to be by 
them distributed as they may think proper. 
T h e M ex ican K ail ro a d S u bsidie*. 
New York, May 12th.—A writer in the Cjmmer- 
cial Bulletin, replying to the editorial on Mexican 
subsidies in the New* Orleans P i ¡ayune, which was 
noticed in these dispatches on the 4th inst., claims 
that the railroad grants made by Mexico are gurelv 
as valuable as the lands granted the Pacific Railways 
by our Government, and from a similar enhance­ 
ment of their value by the railroads Mexico expects 
to be able to retain money to pay the subsidies. 
The hen of 4 per cent, upon the customs duties 
given by the Mexican Government to secure some of 
these subsidies, of course, will not pay them to-day, 
but it will pay them when the railroads are built 
and the business and exports and imports of the 
country are increased. The writer contends that 
the popular impression of Mexico’s impoverished 
condition is a mistake. She is really freih, y. ung, 
undeveloped, and with resources as practicably in­ 
exhaustible for our time as those of our own coun­ 
try. 
Her population is a little over 12 persons to 
the square mile, while that of the United States is 
nearly 14. 
Her national debt is $42 6 6 per head. 
That of the United States $'2 56 
Her combined 
exports and imports for the last attainable year 
were $60,700,000, just about equal to those of Nor­ 
way. Her annual revenue, inefficiently collected, 
was by the latest returns $17,811,125. It is usually 
about $19,000.000. 
R ailroad s an d P u b lic T im b er. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 12th.—The Secretary of the 
Interior to day addressed a letter to the Commis­ 
sioner of the General Land Office relative to the 
right of railroad companies to take timber from 
public lands by virtue of the •• right of 1875.” The 
law referred to provides tnat any railroad company 
organized as therein provided shall have “ the right 
to take from the public lands adjacent to the line of 
railroad, material, earth, 6tone and timber, neces­ 
sary for the construction of said railroad.” The 
Secretary says: 
This law refers exclusively to 
contemplated or unconstructed roads. Companies 
have no right to take timber under this Act for re­ 
pairs or further improvement of roads constructed. 
Congress, in providing that railroad companies 
should have the right to take timber from public 
lands adjacent to the line of construction, evidently 
meant timber standing or growriDg adjacent to the 
line as distinguished from timber further off. In 
conclusion, the Secretary decides that in all in­ 
stances where a railroad company desires to take 
large quantities of earth, itone or timber, under the 
previsions of the Act, fron^any one particular spot, 
it should be required to make application to the 
Commissioner of the G.ue.al Land Office to do so.

MORE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS—THE CZAR’S PROM­ 
ISES. 
London, May 12th.—The Austrian Consul at Kieff 
reports that similar but leas serious anti-Jewish ex­ 
cesses have occurred at Ananjiff and Donotcp. 
The Czar has issued a manifesto reminding the 
people of the glorious government of his father and 
the great ref rms he accomplished. 
After alluding 
to the willful murder of Alexander II., he says : 
" In the midst of our profound grief the voice of 
God commands us courageously to assume the 
government of the country, confiding in Divine 
Providence and in the power of the autocracy 
which for the welfare of the people, we have been 
called upon to consolidate and defend against all 
attacks. We, in devoting ourselves to our high task, 
appeal to all faithful subjects to serve us and the 
State faithfully and sincerely in order to extirpate 
the horrible and rebellious spirit which covers Rus­ 
sia with shame ; to etrengtheu faith and morals, to 
place the education of the youth upon a sound 
foundation, to eradicate all that is contrary to the 
sense of right and integrity, and everywhere to es­ 
tablish order and justice.” 
THE ROYAL FAMILY AT ST. PETERSBURG. 
St. Petersburg, May 12th.—The Czar, Czarina 
and Czarowitz arrived here from Gatchina yester. 
day moruiDg, and drove to Anniticenkoff Palace- 
At noon the Czar, in an open carriage with Prince 
Adlenberg, drove throu.h Great Sadowa street to 
Champs de Mars, the Empress and the rest of the 
Imperial household following in mourning car 
riages. The usual Cossack escort was dispensed 
with, but a brilliant escort of mounted officers 
closely preceded and followed the carriages. En­ 
ormous crowds of people lined Newski Prospect 
and other stret ts leading to the place where the re­ 
view of the troops took place. The Czar took a horae 
near the place of review, and the Empress took an 
open carriage. 
They passed along five lines of 
troops, followed by a large suite and tbe usual 
foreign military representation. The troops, who 
numbered 50,000, received the Czar w rh enthu­ 
siasm. The public were not admitted to tbe review 
ground, except by ticket, and to raised platforms 
erected for the occasion. After the review their 
Majesties lunched with Prince Oldenburg. They 
then visited the cathedral of the fortress and Votive 
Cbapel on Catherine canal. Crowds of people as 
sembled along the route they traversed, aud wel­ 
comed the royal party cordially.

These members perhaps thought 
that they were laying the foundation for 
future greatness, but in fact, as the event 
shows,

SLOUGH CELEBRATION. 


A 
SCIEN TIFIC 
M ARE’S 
NEST. 


A paper was recently read liefore an 
English scientific association demonstrating 
from the statistics of the hatters that the 
size 
of 
Englishmen's heads 
has been 
diminished considerably during the last 
twenty years. 
It was shown by a multi­ 
plicity oi measurements that the average 
man nowadays wears a considerably smaller 
hat than the last generation did, and it 
was agreed that either the race were 
rapidly deteriorating, or that men’s brains 
were gaining in quality what they were 
losing in quantity. 
Of course this paper 
created a great deal of discussion, and it 
is impossible to say where the speculations 
upon it would have ended had not a person 
of more than average common sense pointed 
out the fact that within the last twenty 
year* the fashion of weiring the hair cut 
very short had come into vogue, and that 
before that time it was customary for men 
to wear thick and comparatively long 
heads of 
hair. 
Of course it was at 
once seen th at this change cf fashion in 
hair-cutting was alone sufficient to iccoant 
for the reductiru in the size of h a ts; but 


a physician of some eminence has broached 
another idea, to the effect that the fashion 
of short hair tends to produce baldness, 
and that it is mainly resjkmsible for tho 
premature low of hair so frequently rnet 
with iu these d»ys. 
I t is a relief to know 
th at a rational and in no way wonderful 
explanation of the era of small hats has 
been found, for had this not been done the 
world v. ould in less W an three months have 
beco ne deluged with dissertations upon 
the intellectual deterioration of the En­ 
glish people, and every fauatic and rider of 


a hobby would have rushed forward to 
dem rostrate that this | hem menon was dne 
to the neglect of his particular fad. 
So 
muo ', at least, has been escaped. 


The celebration of the anniversary of the 
deaths of the Mussel Slough settlers who 
were killed last year while resisting the 
law, is a very remarkable proceeding. 
It 
appears to beioDg to a class of celebrations 
properly indigenous in France, where it 
has been customary to hold defiant festi­ 
vals to the memory of revolntionar.es. 
A 
stranger unacquainted with the facts in 
this case might suppose that the men w ho 
have just been honored in this extraordi­ 
nary way had fallen in the defense of some 
principle, or in resistance to some great 
wrong. 
It is easy to conceive th at some 
years hence the imaginary aspect which 
has been given to the Mussel Slough case 
might crystallize into the semblance of his­ 
tory, but if this is the way in which history 
is generally made, the seeker after truth 
may as well burn his books and abanuon 
the quest in despair. 
For when it is asked w hat the real cir­ 
cumstances were under which those Mussel 
Slough settlers met their death, it must be 
answered that they were men who had 
sqnatted upon land3 belonging to other peo­ 
ple ; that when called upon to pay the 
rightful owners for these lands, they stub­ 
bornly refused to do so ; that they were 
equally determined not to resign posses­ 
sion of the lands ; that when other parties 
purchased some of these lands from the 
lawful owners, and the United States Mar­ 
shal appeared to give those purchasers pos­ 
session, the Eqnatters turned out in force, 
armed with guns and revolvers, and under­ 
took to drive the representative of the 
United States off the land ; th at out of 
their unlawful actions a fight proceeded, in 
the course of which several of their num­ 
ber, and also two of the purchasers of the 
lands, were killed. This is the affair which 
is now celebrated in a solemn way as a 
sort of holyday, and it is of the men who 
fell in such an altercation that their friends 
now speak as having died “ in de'ense of 
‘•their homes.” 
There is no room for controversy as to 
the facts. 
The squatters, as they must in 
strictness be designated, have been in the 
wrong 
throughout. 
They deliberately 
bauded together to resist the law. 
They 
undertook to drive away both the officers 
of the law and the men who had acquired 
legal title to the lands they held unlaw­ 
fully. 
The evidence in support of the 
theory th at they opened the fight is almost 
conclusive. 
And it is certain that after 
the first shooting was over some of the 
squatters hunted, and finally shot from an 
ambusb, one of the purchasers of the laud. 
A more high-handed outrage than these 
men thus perpetrated it would be difficult 
to find. 
They were law-breakers, and de­ 
liberate law-breakers. 
W hatever injuries 
tneirparty sustained in the encounter which 
they provoked 
they 
themselves were 
wholly responsible for. 
They had for a 
long time striven to hold land to which 
they had no shadow of title, first by sys­ 
tematic misrepresentations, and then by sys­ 
tematic terrorism. Whenever they entered 
the Courts they were condemned. 
No 
legal tribunal had anything to say in their 
behalf. 
And but for the amazing false­ 
hoods by which they have misled the pub­ 
lic they never could have been sympa­ 
thized with anywhere. 
Of late their own neighbors, disgusted at 
length by the impudence and mendacity of 
their pretenses, have come forward with 
statements which demonstrate the hollow­ 
ness of their cause. 
It has been shown 
that these squatters, while 
protesting 
against the reasonable and moderate grad­ 
ing of the lands held by them, have been 
taking splendid crops off those lands for 
years, and that according to their own ad­ 
missions the lands are worth four or five 
times as much as they have ever been 
asked for them. 
The truth appears to be 
that they have found it profitable to trade 
upon the current hostility to the railroad 
corporations, and that by concocting cock- 
and-bull stories about oppression they have 
succeeded iu living rent free for from six 
to ten years, all the time taking heavy 
crops off the land, and defrauding the 
actual owners of it out of every cent ot 
profit. 
Two or three shrewd demagogues 
have engineered the whole agitation, and 
have doubtless lived iu clover, and escaped 
work, by levying contributions upon their 
neighbors to carry on the war. 
Meantime the public have been hood­ 
winked by specious representations about 
the dreadful sufferiugs of these impudent 
and prosperous squatters, and so public 
sympathy has been enlisted on their be­ 
half, and especially among 
th at class 
which naturally sides with all rebellions 
against the constituted authorities, w hat­ 
ever and wherever they may be. 
And so 
the movement has at length culminated in 
the conversion of the anniversary of the 
lawless outbreak of last year into a new 
kind of saint’s day, and the d. magogue 
leaders of the League have gathered to- 
| gether and made windy speeches for the 
purpose of still further disguising the real 
; facts and the real issue. 
That 
issue 
\ is, 
whether any number of men can 
i be perm itted to defy the laws of the coun­ 
i try, and to steal and hold th6 land of their 
! neighbors, with impunity. 
It is not true 
that the men who were killed last year 
J “ died in defense of their homes.” The 
! homes which they were holding were not 
* theirs. 
They died in endeavouring to re­ 
tain possessions which they had no legal 
: claim to, and which they were withholding 
¡ unlawfully from the rightful owners. 
It 
! seems necessary to say this, as a seasonable 
i protest«gaiustthem isreprcsentations which 
have been so sedulously put forward on 
behalf of the Mussel Slough squatters.

QUARANTINE AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


The recent long detention of the Occi­ 
dental and Oriental Stcamehip Company’s 
; steamer Oceanic in quarantine at San Fran­ 
cisco ha; awakened attention to the urgent 
need of proper quarantine grounds at that 
| point. 
It is justly observed th at no city 
! of similar importance is without such ac­ 
commodations. 
San Francisco, moreover, 
is the gateway of the Orient. 
It is the 


i door through which the East and the West 
’ communicate. 
I t consequently has greater 
need of complete and ample quarantine 
arrangements than any other city on the 
continent except New York, and it ought 


j to have these accon.incdations. 
The ia- 
| convenience and injury resulting from the 
¡ want of proper quarantine grounds are 
very considerable, and this feet was illus- 
\ tratcd iu the case cf ti e detention of the 
i Oceanic. 
It was necessary (or it was as- 
¡framed to he ncce«t»rj) to keep all the 
! passenger* of th at vessel on board her for 
i two weeks after her arrival, and one result 
I of this was to render the steamer useless 
to her owners during the entire period. 
W ith proper quarantine arrangements an 
infected vessel would at once discharge lier 
passengi rs into a hulk, or cn shore at the 
quarantine buildings wherever they might 
| be. 
She could then be fumigated ami dis­ 
infected thoroughly, and could be returned 
j to her regular business without much 
1 loss of time. 
It is clear th at where 
a company had but one or two vessels on a 
j line, the present want of accommodation 


might result in breaking up *11 the arrange­ 
ments for future trips, and disorganize the 
service com pletely; and if the line hap­ 
pened to be carrying the mails under con­ 
tract w ith the Government, the effect 
would be still more damaging. 
San Fran­ 
cisco ought, therefore, to agitate for quar­ 
antine grounds, and Congress should be 
applied to for help in the premises. 
A 
hulk has been suggested, but we suppose 
there can be no doubt that a place on shore 
would be much better if it could be had. 
The islands in the bay are all taken up by 
the W ar Department, though they are not 
all utilized for military purposes. 
One of 
them could be adapted to quarantine pur­ 
poses with very little difficulty, and such 
a location would be in many respects pe­ 
culiarly advantageous. 
If none of the 
islands can be had, however, there are 
plenty of available site3 along the Ehore, 
and in the last resort of crurse a hulk 
would be better than nothing. 
The inter­ 
ests of San Francisco are so plainly in­ 
volved in the proper adjustm ent of this 
question th at we should have thought her 
people would before now have taken steps 
to urge it upon the State and National 
Governments.

KALL0CH AND HI3 BRETHREN.

It

which are not represented at the Confer­ 
ence, to turn round and cut off the regu­ 
lars. 
Of course the origin of all this 
trouble is the growth of a belief that 
affiliation with Kalloeh is fatal to the re­ 
ligious element in the churches. 
A year 
ago an attem pt was made to introduce the 


E a m e objection to Kalloeh, but ho proved 
too shrewd a tactician for his antagonists, 
and so beat them on their own ground. 
This year a strong effort seems to have 
been made to preserve harmony by smother- 
iug every allusion to the cause of con­ 
troversy, but the event proves that the 
general feeling on the subject h*d become 
too strong to be restrained, and the result is 
a serious division. Those who wish well to 
the Baptist churches will no doubt enter­ 
tain a hope that-the effort to separate from 
Kalioch may prove successful, and that 
thus a prolific source of scaudal and anim­ 
adversion may be removed.

The Las Vegas, N. M., street railway is 
ready for operation.

The proposed new Southern Coast Steam­ 
ship line is meeting with much encourage­ 
ment. 
The Klamath Indians in Oregon made 
another civilizing step—they are building 
a race track. 
A sqnaw with triplets in a wicker-basket 
was recently perambulating the streets of 
Carson, Nev. 
It will cost §2,000 to rebuild the roads 
to the Grover sawmill, Santa Cruz, washed 
out last winter. 
The Weekly Visalia Delta comes to us 
enlarged by several columns, and greatly 
improved in its typographical appearance. 
A young girl named Lopez was shot and 
killed in Alesilla, N. M., April 25tb. 
It 
is the general belief th at her mother killed 
her. 
There is a Chinaman doing business in 
Carson City, Nev., who pays taxes on 
§25,000 worth of real estate in Saa Fran­ 
cisco. 
In many parts of California a small worm 
is at work on the oak trees, destroying the 
leaves. 
It is feared that the acorn crop 
will be light. 
A portable saw mill has been cutting 
wood for the locomotives at Dayton, Nev. 
It is the intention of the railroad company 
to cut about 1,300 cords. 
Four years ago Arizona had but three 
papers. 
It is now as well supplied as any 
sectiou of the Union with bright, newsy 
sheets, daily and weekly. 
The examination of the Mohican at Mare 
Island is progressing preparatory to begin­ 
ning work. 
The construction departm ent 
will have §21,000 for May. 
In Lyon county, Nev., alfalfa is almost 
in blossom, and haying will begin in about 
three weeks. 
Orop3 generally are about a 
month earlier than last year. 
J. H. Ming recently sold 800 head of 
beef cattle at §32 per head. 
These cattle 
were wintered on Tongue River, Montana, 
with a loss of only three head. 
The Calaveras Weekly Citizen has en­ 
tered upon its eleventh volume, and cele­ 
brates the occasion by reducing its sub­ 
scription price from §5 to §3 a year.’ 
The Alaska installment of pupils for the 
Indian school at Forest Grove, Or., con­ 
sists of nine boys and one girl.

Idaho has an area of 55,228,1G0 acres, of 
which 12,000,000 acres are agricultural or 
may be reclaimed by irrigation ; 25,000,000 
acres of pasture lands ; 10,000,000 of tim ­ 
ber lands, and the remainder mineral, lava 
and mountainous lauds. 
In a circuit of 25 miles, with Helena, 
Montana, as its center, there are over 3,000 
recorded ledges, carrying gold, lead and 
silver, copper and silver, or silver.

one still night last week, leaving s stump 
ten feet high. 
It is estimated th at the 
fallen monarch will make seventy-five cords 
of wood.

T h e B a p tis t C o n v e n tio n s—A S p ill w h ic h 
is a P a lp a b le D iv is io n . 
Dixon, May 12th.—The split in tho Bap­ 
tist Convention, which is nothing less than a 
dividan running through the whole Baptist 
Church of the coast, is the sole topic of con­ 
versation in town and among the ministers 
and lay delegates of both factions. 
Al­ 
though the immediate action taken by the 
seceders had not been long under considera­ 
tion, the germ of the movement existed in 
the action cf the Stockton Church, which 
last fall refused to entertain the San Fran­ 
cisco Baptist Association. Thirteen churches 
in all supported tho action of the Stockton 
Chnrcb, and the same one afterwards organ­ 
ized the Central Baptist Association; and 
now they are at the head of yesterday’s 
movement. The protest which was so unex­ 
pectedly produced and read in the regular 
body had been drawn up and circulated 
for signatures but two hours before, a 
great degree of secrecy being observed. The 
seceding party had the temporary organiza­ 
tion of the Convention, and thereby were en­ 
abled to carry out their programme suc­ 
cessfully, Dr. Cray, the Chairman, refusing to 
recognize members who rose to object to the 
reading of the protest. It is the impression 
that Dr. Kalioch and his supporters, though 
aware that some such movement was in con­ 
templation, did not expect it at that time, 
and were taken by surprise. There were 1T0 
delegates and lile members present, and of 
these 00 joined the seceders yesterday even­ 
ing ; but further accessions are expected to­ 
day or before long. 
The Chinese delegates 
were among the secessionists. 
The Dixon 
Church remains in the regular Convention, 
though the pastor sympathizes entirely with 
the bolting movement. 
Although Dr. Kal- 
loch carries the 
majority 
of 
the body 
with 
bim, 
in 
some 
other 
respects 
the 
seceders 
have 
the 
advantage. 
They 
are 
united 
and 
enthusiastic, 
while 
in 
the 
regular 
Convention 
there are many who are disaffected towards 
Kalloeh, though not yet prepared to secede. 
The Abbott wiog, as it is called, charge that 
Dr. Kalioch has eight delegates present from 
an Oakland church which has been dead 
three years. The three members of the Ad­ 
visory Committee, through which all the 
funds of the Home Missionary Society pass, 
are in the seceding party, and the Abbott 
wing say that as many of the Kallcch 
churches are in a large part supported by the 
Missionary Society, they will have to join 
the seceders or lose this important assistance. 
In its regular Convention this mornirg, 
after a devotional meeting of an hour, the 
first business was the report on Home Mis­ 
sions, there being ten fields from which re­ 
ports were presented. 
Verbal reports of the 
condition of all the churches remaining in the 
regular 
Convention 
were 
then 
heard. 
Committees were appointed on Sunday-school 
Miesiona and publication works. Kev. Mr. 
Sturtevant, of Sonora, resigned bis office es 
preacher of the educational sermon, not wish­ 
ing to ally himBelf with either side, because 
if he did so he would split his church. 
Dr. 
Kalioch will preach this evening before the 
regular Convention. 
In the Convention of the seceders this 
morning there was the usual devotional meet­ 
ing, followed by the appointment of commit­ 
tees and other routine business. 
The pro­ 
ceedings were very tame in both Conventions. 
The speeches were generally pacificatory, 
though there is a great deal of suppressed 
feeling, which finds vent occasionally in a 
quiet way.

D ix o n , May 12th.—Further proceedings 
in the seceding Baptist Convention this morn­ 
ing were the appointment of Kev. J. A. Henry 
to carry greeting to the meetings of the Na­ 
tional Societies, and the passage of a resolu­ 
tion appointing a supplementary meeting of 
the Convention, to be held at the meeting- 
room of the Central Baptist Association.

Stock Exchange announces, on the authority 
of President Crocker, that in a couple of 
months the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany will begin an extension of their road 
from Soledad southward, to connect with the 
main line at or near Bakersfield ; again, from 
a point at or near Mohave a new line will be 
built eastward, through Cajoa Pass, to strike 
the present line near Colton, straightening 
up the present route and shortening the line 
a matter of 100 tniles or so. The new line 
from Soledad will be built straight to Paso 
Robles Springs, in San Luis Obispo county. 
It will then strike eastward through Estrella 
valley, coming out south of Tulare Lake to 
Bakersfield. The second section, from Mo­ 
have to Colton, will cut off the present de­ 
tour through San Fernando valley to Los 
Angeles, a road which, when the new one is 
completed, will be nsed simply for the run­ 
ning of local trains. Indeed, it is not impos­ 
sible that it may be torn up, as the San 
Fernando tunnel is a constant expense to the 
company.

The fares 
from San Francisco to San Rafael have been 
reduced from fifty to twenty-five cents. 


L on g L ist of C o m p la in ts . 
S a n F r a n c is c o , May P2th.—A t the after- 
nooD session of the Railroad Commissioners 
a petition was read from shippers on the 
Ouerr.eville branch of the*San Francisco and 
Northern Pacific Railroad, stating, first, 
that the railroad company has not suffi­ 
cient length of side tracks at Cuarneviile, on 
the line of which to pile wood, pickets, 
posts, shingles and sawed lumber manufac­ 
tured; second, that there is not sufficient 
dockage and side track at Donahue to handle 
the great amount of teavy freight shipped to 
that point, thereby causing delay to vessels 
and an increase of freight charges from tbero 
to San Francisco and other points; third, 
that the railroad company do not furnish a 
sufficient number of flats to carry the freight 
as 
fast 
as produced, so that shippers 
are unablo to fill contracts, and thereby 
suffer 
damages; 
fourth, that there is 
no agent employed on the whole line 
of 
sixteen 
miles, with 
nine 
stations 
or shipping prints. They get co receipts for 
merchandise shipped, and no regulations are 
r_-.ade in regard to the amount shipped on 
each car, so that it fr< quently happens that 
one shippiris charged with §8 and §10 extra 
per load, while other shippers loading the 
same amounts of the same material at the 
same time are charged only the regular rates. 
The rates charged are exorbitant, and should 
he reduced at least 25 per cent.; snd the 
shippers believe that if sufficient facilities 
were provided aud rates, reduced as above, 
the increase 
of 
business would enable 
the railroad to realizo greater profits than 
under the present system of management. 
The petition was placed on file, with instruc­ 
tions that certified enpi.s be sent to the rail­ 
road officials, notifying them that the matter 
would be heard on June 8th. after which the 
Board adjourned to meet cm June 7tb.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


So the Legislature ha3 resolved to ad­ 
journ sine die at noon to-day, having at 
last concluded that it wa3 impracticable 
to pass an apportionment bill. The failure 
of this measure is certainly a misfortune, 
though it is rumored that Governor 
l’erkin’s will call another extra session next 
winter to attend to it. But whatever the 
outcome may be, it is necessary to make 
the public understand that the illegitimate 
attem pt to force the debris question into 
the extra session is alone responsible for 
this failure. But for that ill-judged and 
futile piece of strategy, there would have 
been a satisfactory apportionment bill 
passed. The members who have Bpent the 
extra session in efforts to legislate upon 
questions which were nut mentioned in the 
Governor’s proclamation calling it, have, 
therefore, the satisfaction of knowing that 
their unseasonable activity and obstinate 
perversity have brought about not only the 
unnecessary prolongation of the session, 
but the defeat of one of the prin­ 
cipal 
objects 
for 
which 
it 
was 
called. These members perhaps thought 
that they were laying the foundation for 
future greatness, but in fact, as the event 
shows, they were manufacturing for 
themselves a very awkward burden of 
responsibility, of which they will find it 
difficult to relieve themselves now that 
apportionment is dead through their 
agency. As, moreover, they were en­ 
deavoring to evade the Constitution at 
the same time that they were striving so 
hard to embarrass th« sessioD, the justiiica- 
tion of their course will be hard. But for 
them the session might have been ended 
within the twenty days for which the 
tiovcrnor called it, and instead of being 
as it now is, a comparative liasco, it might 
have accomplished all the purposes for 
which it was convened. Reflections of 
this character may not be agreeable to the 
“ Anti-Siickens ” members, but they are 
founded in truth, and they wiil have t<? 
be borne. 


A SCIENTIFIC MARE'S NEST. 


TBE MUSSEL SLOUGH CELEBRATION. 


A paper was recently read before an 
Knglish scientific association demonstrating 
from the statistics of the hatters that the 
size of Englishmen's heads has been 
diminished considerably during the last 
twenty years. It was shown by a multi­ 
plicity of measurements that the average 
man nowadays wears a considerably smaller 
hat than the last generation did, and it 
was agreed that either the race were 
rapidly deteriorating, or that men's brains 
were gaining in quality what they were 
losing in quantity. Of course this paper 
created a great deal of discussion, and it 
is impossible to say where the speculations 
upon it would have ended had not a person 
of more than average common sense pointed 
out the fact that within the last twenty 
yearn the fashion of wearing the hair cut 
very short had come into vogue, and that 
before that time it was customary for ir.cn 
to wear thick and comparatively long 
heads of hair. 
Of course it was at 
once seen that this change cf fashion in 
hair-cutting was alone sufficient to recount 
for the reduction in the size of hats; but 
a physician of eome eminence has broached 
another idea, to the effect that the fashion 
of short hair tends to produce baldness, 
and that it is mainly responsible for the 
premature loss of hair so frequently met 
with in these days. It is a relief to know 
that a rational and in no way wonderful 
explanation of the era of small hats has 
been found, for bad this not been done the 
world would in less Mian three months have 
becone dtluged with dissertations upon 
the intellectual deterioration of the En­ 
glish people, and every fanatic and rider of 
a hobby would have rushed foiward to 
dem mstrate that this ] hen menon was due 
to the neglect of his particular fad. So 
mao'', at least, has been escaped. 


The celebration of the anniversary cf the 
deaths of the Mussel Slough settlers who 
were killed last year while resisting the 
law, is a very remarkable proceeding. It 
appears to be^ODg to a class of celebrations 
properly indigenous in France, where it 
has been customary to hold defiant festi­ 
vals to the memory of revolntionaries. A 
stranger unacquainted with the facts in 
this case might suppose that the men who 
have just been honored in this extraordi­ 
nary way had fallen in the defense of some 
principle, or in resistance to some great 
wrong. It is easy to conceive that some 
years hence the imaginary aspect which 
has been given to the Mussel Slough case 
might crystallize into the semblance of his­ 
tory, but if this is the way in which history 
is generally made, the seeker after truth 
may as well burn his books and abandon 
the quest in despair. 
For when it is asked what the real cir­ 
cumstances were under which those Mussel 
Slough settlers met their death, it must be 
answered that they were men who had 
squatted upon lands belonging to other peo­ 
ple ; that when called upon to pay the 
rightful owners for these lands, they stub­ 
bornly refused to do so ; that they were 
equally determined not to resign posses­ 
sion of the lands ; that when other parties 
purchased some of these lands from the 
lawful owners, and the United States Mar­ 
shal appeared to give those purchasers pos­ 
session, the squatters turned out in force, 
armed with guns and revolvers, and under­ 
took to drive the representative of the 
United States off the land; that out of 
their unlawful actions a fight proceeded, in 
the conrse of which several of their num­ 
ber, and also two of the purchasers of the 
lands, were killed. This is the affair which 
is now celebrated in a solemn way as a 
sort of liolyday, and it is_of the men who 
fell in such an altercation that their friends 
now speak as having died “ in defense of 
"their homes.” 
There is no room for controvcrsy as to 
the facts. The squatters, a3 they must in 
strictness be designated, have been in the 
wrong throughout. 
They deliberately 
banded together to resist the law. They 
undertook to drive away both the officers 
of the law and the men who had acquired 
legal title to the lands they held unlaw­ 
fully. 
The evidence in support of the 
theory that they opened the fight is almost 
conclusive. And it is certain that after 
the first shooting was over some of the 
squatters hunted, and finally shot from an 
ambush, one of the purchasers of the land. 
A more high-handed outrage than these 
men thus perpetrated it would be difficult 
to find. They were law-breakers, and de­ 
liberate law-breakers. W hatever injuries 
theirparty sustained in the encounter which 
they provoked 
they themselves were 
wholly responsible for. They had for a 
long time striven to hold land to which 
they had no shadow of title, first by sys­ 
tematic misrepresentations, and then by sys­ 
tematic terrorism. Whenever they entered 
the Courts they were condemned. No 
legal tribunal had anything to say in their 
behalf. And but for the amazing false­ 
hoods by which they have misled the pub­ 
lic they never conld have been sympa­ 
thized with anywhere. 
Of late their own neighbors, disgusted at 
length by the impudence and mendacity of 
their pretenses, have come forward with 
statements which demonstrate the hollow­ 
ness of their cause. It has been shown 
that these squatters, while protesting 
against the reasonable and moderate grad­ 
ing of the lands held by them, have been 
taking splendid crops off those lands for 
years, and that according to their own ad­ 
missions the lands are worth four or five 
times as much as they have ever been 
asked for them. The truth appears to be 
that they have found it profitable to trade 
upon the current hostility to the railroad 
corporations, and that by concocting cock- 
and-bull stories about oppression they have 
succeeded in living rent free for from six 
to ten years, all the time taking heavy 
crops off the land, and defrauding the 
actual owners of it out of every cent ol 
profit. Two or three shrewd demagogues 
have engineered the whole agitation, and 
have doubtless lived in clover, and escaped 
work, by levying contributions upon their 
neighbors to carry on the war. 
-Meantime the public have been hood­ 
winked by specious representations about 
the dreadful sufferings of these impudent 
and prosperous squatters, and so public 
sympathy has been enlisted on their be­ 
half, and especially among that class 
which naturally sides with all rebellions 
against the constituted authorities, what­ 
ever and wherever they may be. And so 
the movement has at length culminated in 
the conversion of the anniversary of the 
lawless outbreak of last year into a new 
kind of saint’s day, and the demagogue 
leaders of the League have gathered to­ 
gether and made windy speeches for the 
purpose of still further disguising the real 
facts and the real issue. 
That issue 
i.», whether any number of men can 
be permitted to defy the laws of the coun­ 
try, anil to steal and hold the land of their 
neighbors, with impunity. It is not true 
that the men who were killed last year 
“ died in defense of their homes.” The 
homes which they were holding were not 
theirs. They died in endeavouring to re­ 
tain possessions which they had no legal 
claim to, and which they were withholding 
unlawfully from the rightful owners. It 
seems necessary to say this, as a seasonable 
protest against the misrepresentations which 
have been so sedulously pat forward on 
behalf of the Mussel Slough squatters. 


might result in breaking up all the arrange­ 
ments for future trips, and disorganize the 
service completely; and if the line hap­ 
pened to be carrying the mails under con­ 
tract with the Government, the effect 
would be still more damaging. San Fran­ 
cisco ought, therefore, to agitate for quar­ 
antine grounds, and Congress should be 
applied to for help in the premises. A 
hulk has been suggested, but we suppose 
there can be no doubt that a place on shore 
would bo much better if it could be had. 
The islands in the bay are all taken up by 
tbe W ar Department, though they are not 
all utilized for military purposes. One of 
them could be adapted to quarantine pur­ 
poses with very little difficulty, and such 
a location would be in many respects pe­ 
culiarly advantageous. If none of the 
islands can be had, however, there are 
plenty of available sites along the shore, 
and in the last resort of ccuree a bulk 
would be better than nothing. The inter­ 
ests of San Francisco are so plainly in­ 
volved in the proper adjustment of this 
question that we should have thought her 
people would before now have taken steps 
to urge it upon the State and National 
Governments.

QUARANTINE AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
The recent long detention of the Occi­ 
dental and Oriental Steamship Company's 
steamer Oceanic in quarantine at San Fran­ 
cisco has awakened attention to the urgent 
| need of proper quarantine grounds at that 
I ¡joint. It is justly observed that no city 
I of similar importance is without such ac­ 
commodations. San Francisco, moreover, 
is the gateway of the Orient. It is the 
door through which the East and the W est 
communicate. It consequently has greater 
need of complete and an.pic quarantine 
arrangements than any other city on the 
continent except New York, and it ought 
j to l ave these accommodations. The in­ 
i convenience and injury resulting from the 
i want of proper quarantine grounds are 
i very considerable, and this feet was illus- 
! trated in tbe case cf the detention of the 
i Oceanic. It was necessary (or it was as­ 
sumed to be necessary) to keep all the 
passenger» of that vessel on board her for 
two weeks after her arrival, and one result 
of this was to render the steamer useless 
to her owners duriDg the entire period. 
With proper quarantine arrangements an 
infected vessel would at once discharge Her 
passengers into a hulk, or cn shore at the 
quarantine buildings wherever they might 
be. She could then be fumigated and dis­ 
infected thoroughly, and could be returned 
to her regular business without much 
loss of time. It is clear that where 
a company l.ad but one or two vessels on a 
1 line, tbe present w ant of accommodation 


The harmony of the Baptist Conference 
at Dixon has been completely destroyed by 
the outbreak of the long smoldering senti­ 
ment of hostility against Kalloeh and his 
Temple. It has resulted in the splitting of 
the Conference, a number of delegates hav­ 
ing seceded from the regular Conference, 
and set up an independent meeting. It 
looks just now as though the outcome 
would be the disorganization of the Baptist 
churches throughout the State, though it is 
possible that the seceders may prove strong 
enough, with the support of the churches 
which are not represented at the Confer­ 
ence, to turn round and cut off the regu­ 
lars. Of course the origin of all this 
trouble is the growth of a belief that 
affiliation with Ivalloch is fatal to the re­ 
ligious element in the churches. A year 
ago an attem pt was made to introduce the 
same objection to Kalloeh, but he proved 
too shrewd a tactician for his antagonists, 
and so beat them on their own ground. 
This year a strong effort seems to have 
been made to preserve harmony by smother­ 
ing every allusion to the cause of con­ 
troversy, but the event proves that the 
genera! feeling on the subject had become 
too strong to be restrained, and the result is 
a serious division. Those who wish well to 
the Baptist churches will no doubt enter­ 
tain a hope that>the effort to separate from 
Kalloeh may prove successful, and that 
thus a prolific source of scandal and anim­ 
adversion may be removed.

The Las Vegas, N. M., street railway is 
ready for operation.

The proposed new Southern Coast Steam­ 
ship line is meeting with much encourage­ 
ment. 
The Klamath Indians in Oregon made 
another civilizing step—they are building 
a race track. 
A squaw with triplets in a wicker-basket 
was recently perambulating the streets of 
Carson, Nev. 
It will cost §2,000 to rebuild the roads 
to the Grover sawmill, Santa Cruz, washed 
out last winter. 
The Weekly Visalia Delta comes to us 
enlarged by several columns, and greatly 
improved in its typographical appearance. 
A young girl named Lopez was shot and 
killed in Álesilia, N. M., April 25th. It 
is the general belief that her mother killed 
her. 
There is a Chinaman doing business in 
Carson City, Nev., who pays taxes on 
§25,000 worth of real estate in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
In many parts of California a small worm 
is at work on the oak trees, destroying the 
leaves. It is feared that the acorn crop 
will be light. 
A portable saw mill has been cutting 
wood for the locomotives at Dayton, Nev. 
It is the intention of the railroad company 
to cut about 1,300 cords. 
Four years ago Arizona had but three 
papers. It is now as well supplied as any 
sectiou of the Union with bright, newsy 
sheets, daily and weekly. 
The examination of the Mohican at Mare 
Island is progressing preparatory to begin­ 
ning work. The construction department 
will have §24,000 for May. 
In Lyon county, Nev., alfalfa is almost 
in blossom, and haying will begin in about 
three weeks. Crops generally are about a 
month earlier than last year. 
J. H. Ming recently sold 800 head of 
beef cattle at §32 per head. These cattle 
were wintered on Tongue Hi ver, Montana, 
with a loe8 of only three head. 
The Calaveras Weekly Citizen has en­ 
tered upon its eleventh volume, and cele­ 
brates the occasion by reducing its sub­ 
scription price from §5 to §3 a year.' 
The Alaska installment of pupils for the 
Indian school at Forest Grove, Or., con­ 
sists of nine boys and one girl. They are 
comfortably settled in their new quarters. 
The steamer Batchelor, after leaving 
winter quarters on the Yellowstone, near 
Wolf Doint, M ontara, was caught in an 
ice gorge aDd broken in two, and now lies 
a wreck on a sand bar above Fort Buford. 
Quail have made their appearance in the 
woods surrounding Truckee.

Tbe B aptist Conventions A Split w hich 
Is a Palpable Division. 
D ixon, May 12th.—The split in the Bap­ 
tist Convention, which is nothing less than a 
division running through the whole Baptist 
Church of the coast, is the sole topic of con­ 
versation in town and among the ministers 
and lay delegates of both factions. Al­ 
though the immediate action taken by the 
seceders bad not been long under considera­ 
tion, the germ of the movement existed in 
the action of the Stockton Church, which 
last fall refused to entertain the San Fran­ 
cisco Baptist Association. Thirteen churches 
in all supported the action of the Stockton 
Church, and the same one afterwards organ­ 
ized the Central Baptist Association; and 
now they are at the heat! of yesterday’s 
movement. The protest which was so unex­ 
pectedly produced and read in the regular 
body liad been drawn up and circulated 
for signatures • but tw-o- houre before, a 
great degree of secrecy being observed. The 
seceding party had the temporary organiza­ 
tion of the Convention, and thereby were en­ 
abled to carry out their programme suc­ 
cessfully, Dr. Gray, the Chairman, refusing to 
recognize members who rose to object to the 
reading of the protest. It is the impression 
that Dr. Kalloeh and his supporters, though 
aware that some such movement was in cou- 
templation, did not expect it at that time, 
and were taken by surprise. There were 170 
delegates and life members present, and of 
these 66 joined the seceders yesterday even­ 
ing ; but further accessions are expected to­ 
day or before long. The Chinese delegates 
were among the secessionists. The Dixon 
Church remains in the regular Convention, 
though the pastor sympathizes entirely with 
the bolting movement. Although Dr. Kal- 
loch carries the majority of the body 
with

there are many who are disaffected towards 
Kalloeh, though not yet prepared to secede. 
The Abbott wicg, as it is called, charge that 
Dr. Kalloeh has eight delegates present from 
an Oakland church which has been dead 
three years. The three members of the Ad­ 
visory Committee, through which all the 
funds of the Home Missionary Society pass, 
are in the seceding party, and the Abbott 
wing say that as many of the Kallcch 
churches are in a large part supported by the 
Missionary Society, they will have to join 
the seceders or lose this important assistance. 
In its regular Convention this morairg, 
after a devotional meeting of an hour, the 
first business was the report on Home Mis­ 
sions, there being ten fields from which re­ 
ports were presented. Verbal reports of the 
condition of all the churches remaining in the 
regular Convention were then heard. 
Committees were appointed on Sunday-school 
Miesions and publication works. Kev. Mr. 
Stnrtevant, of Sonora, resigned bis office as 
preacher of the educational sermon, not wish­ 
ing to ally himself with either side, because 
if he did so he would split his church. Dr. 
Kalloeh wiil preach this evening before the 
regular Convention. 
In the Convention of the seceders this 
morning there was the usual devotional meet­ 
ing, followed by the appointment of commit­ 
tees and other routine business. The pro­ 
ceedings were very tame in both Conventions. 
The speeches were generally pacificatory, 
though there is a great deal of suppressed 
feeling, which finds vent oecasiomdiv in a 
quiet way.

San F rancisco, May 12th.—The Daily 
Stock Erclurngc announces, on the authority 
of l’resident Crocker, that in a couple of 
months the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany will begin an extension of their road 
from Soledad southward, to connect with the 
main line at or near Bakersfield ; again, from 
a ¡joint at or near Mohave a new line will be 
built eastward, through Cajon Pass, to strike 
the present line near Colton, straightening 
up the present route and shortening the line 
a matter of 100 miles or so. The new line 
from Soledad will be built straight to Pa.=.o 
Robles Springs, in San Luis Obispo county. 
It will then strike eastward through Estrella 
valley, coming out south of Tulare Lake to 
Bakersfield. The second section, from Mo­ 
have to Colton, will cut off the present de­ 
tour through San Fernando valley to Los 
Angelen, a road which, when the new one is 
completed, will be used simply for the run­ 
ning of local trains. Indeed, it is not impos­ 
sible that it inay be torn up, as the San 
Fernando tunnel is a constant expense to the 
company. 
At a meeting of the Railroad Commission 
to-day, Commissi* nor Stoneinan ifftrtil a 
resolution that a copy of the rates of fares 
adopted by the Commission in February last 
for the transportation of passengeis, be served 
on the railroad officers, to go into effect 
twenty days after service.

Lons List »r C om plaints. 
San Francisco, May 12th.—A t the after­ 
noon session of the Railroad Commissioners 
a petition was read from shippers on the 
Cuerr.eville branch of the*San Francisco and 
Northern Pacific Railroad, stating, first, 
that the railroad company has not suffi­ 
cient length of side tracks at Cuerneville, on 
the fine of which to pile wood, pickets, 
poets, shingles and sawed lumber manufac­ 
tured; second, that there is not sufficient 
dockage and side track at Donahue to handle 
the great amount of heavy freight shipped to 
that point, thereby causing delay to vessels 
and an increase of freight charges from there 
to San Francisco and other points; third, 
that the railroad company do not furnish a 
sufficient number of flits to carry the freight 
as fast as produced, so that shippers 
are unable to fill contracts, and thereby 
suffer damages; 
fourth, that there is 
no agent employed on the whole line 
of sixteen 
miles, with nine stations 
or shippiug points. They get no receipts for 
merchandise shipped, and no regulations are 
r.-.ade in regard to the amount shipped on 
each car, so that it frequently happens that 
one shippsria charged with §8 and §10 extra 
per load, while other shippers Ioiding the 
same amounts of the same material at the 
same time are charged only the regular rates. 
The rates charged are exorbitant, aud should 
lie reduced at least 25 per cent.; and the 
t-hippers believe that if sufficient facilities 
were provided aud rates, reduced as above, 
the increase of business would enable 
the railroad to realize greater profits than 
under the present system of management. 
The petition was placed on file, with instruc­ 
tions that certified enpi,s be sent to the rail­ 
road officials, notifying them that the joatler 
would be heard on June 8th, after which the 
Board adjourned to meet on June 7:b.

At night, after the houses are shut up, look­ 
ing through the long fringe of rope or rattan 
which conceals the sliding door, you see 
the naked father bending his ugly, kindly 
face over a gentle-looking baby; and the 
mother, who more often than not has 
dropped the kimono from her shoulders, 
enfolding two children destitute of cloth­ 
ing in her arms. The children, though for 
our ideas too gentle and formal, are very 
prepossessing in looks and behavior. They 
are little men and women, rather thau 
children, and their old-fashioned appear­ 
ance is aided by their dress, which is the 
same as that of adults.

CLOSED 
RAILROAD. 


As is well-known, th at part of the railroad 
lice which connects Sacramento w ith El 
Dorado a n l Amador counties a t Shingle 
Springs is now in the hands of a receiver, or 
more properly speaking, is now under control 
of the Superior Court of San Francisco, as 
the receiver is an officer of the Court. 
The 
C ourt some time ago granted permission to 
the receiver to stock and operate the road. 
So far as is known no attem pt on his part 
has been made to do so. 
Realizing the less 
and 
inconvenience 
this 
failure 
entails 
on 
the people of E l Dorado and Am a­ 
dor counties, the Board of Trade of the 
C ity of Sacramento gives formal expres­ 
sion of its sym pathy with the 
citizens 
of El Dorado and Amador, and its unquali­ 
fied disapprobation of tho present controllers 
; nd inai a^ers of the'road, in a series cf reso 
lutiocs adopted at a regular meeting, as 
follows : 
W KRF..VS, A lter due patience and consideration 
we regard the supension of communication ane 
trains upon the Sacr inento and Placerville Railroad 
as deeidediy calamitous to the productive and con­ 
ceal interests of K1 Dorado county, aud m aterially 
affecting those of Sacramento and Amador comities 
and Sacramento city ; and whereas, the inaction of 
owners and managers thereof, in not operating roll­ 
ing stock upon the same, is fatally injurious to 
those who have planted orch-rds, vineyards, estab 
lished themselves in the various branches of busi­ 
ness, and rclyiDg upon the stability of the railroad 
company’s coanictions in m arketing their products 
and connecting with commercial centers; and 
whereas, El Dorado county and adjacent portions of 
the State are now left w ithout means of transporta­ 
tion or knowitig w hat provision to make for pres­ 
ent or future crops ; be it 
Resolved, That the wants and due necessities of 
the jieople of these counties demand th at some ex­ 
pression or statem ent should be made public by the 
controllers of said Sacram ento and Placerville Rail­ 
road, th at the people of these counties, producers 
and business men, may know what provision m ust be 
made in m arketóig crops and productions m ost ad­ 
vantageously, and in bearing ou t their situation 
justifiably and with as little loss as possible. 
Resolved, T hat the m erchants and business men 
of Sacramento sym pathize with the people of El 
Dorado county in their present condition as regards 
freight and traffic communication, ai d are inter 
ested w ith them it having an early settlem ent of 
th e difficulties.

THE SABBATH-SCHOOL CONVENTION. 


The Last Day’s Proceedings—Beports, Tls- 
cussioas and Resolutions. 


The last day’s session of the fourteenth 
annual Convention of the State Sabbath 
school Association was opened at 9 o clock 
yesterday m orning Dr. M. C. Briggs, Presi­ 
dent, in the chair. 
The Convention joined in a brief praise 
service, after which prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Jones. 
Dr. Barrows gave an expository Bible- 
readine upon the Nineteenth Psalm . 
He 
treated the subject under the three divisions : 
The character of God ; the perfection of His 
la w ; and H is manifestation in life and law 
to lead us to the Redeemer. 
H a dwelt upon 
the beauty, grandeur and perfectness of the 
Bible, and said its whole theme centers on 
and clusters around Christ. 
As in nearly all 
pieces of music the close is a chord of the key­ 
note, bo this Psalm closes with the word 
which is the key-note of the whole Bible aud 
of the Divine scheme for man’s salvation— 
Redeemer. 
A fter singing again the Convention pro­ 
ceeded to the selection of a place to hold the 
next State Convention, and Stockton, W ood­ 
land, Oakland and 
San 
Francisco were 
named. 
Upon a vote being taken Stockton 
was decided upon by almost a unanimous 
vote. 
The time was left to be fixed hereafter 
by the Executive Committee. 
^ 
A letter was received from the Secretary 
of the 
W oman’s 
Christian 
Temperance 
Union, asking th at a temperance catechism 
be introduced for use iu the Sunday-schools. 
Upon motion, the m atter was referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions. 
The Committee on Nominations^ reported 
as officers for the ensuing year : 
For Treas­ 
urer, Dr. R. E. C ole; and for Secretary, W . 
II. Craig. 
Also, for members of the Execu­ 
tive C om m ittee: Rev. M. M. Gibson, D. 
1)., Charles Geddes, S. E. Dutton and Rev. 
T. H . B. Anderson for three years, and Rev. 
A. S. Fiske, D. D.. for two years. ' 
The report of the committee was unani­ 
mously adopted. 
The topic, “ The 
Teacher’s W ork—In 
Prayer and Study,” was then announced, and 
discussion opened by Rev. L M. Schofield of 
Stockton. 
He made an earnest plea for deep, 
searching study of the Bible, so as to be 
thoroughly infused with its beauty and spirit; 
and teach it earnestly; teach through the 
senses of the child, by the u->e of nature and 
all of God's wonderful woiks, as seen on every 
hand. 
Mr. and Mrs Thian sang “ Press Towards 
the M ark for the Prize,” after which the dis­ 
cussion was continued by Rev. Dr. Jones of 
Petalum a, and closed by Rev. A. S. Evans. 
I t having been discovered th at D r. M. C. 
Bricgs, in the absence of President-elect Dr. 
M. C. McLaÍD, had been elected ia place of 
Dr. M cLain, without first declaring the office 
vacant, the election of both was rescinded, 
after which 
Dr. Briggs was elected as 
President of the Association for the ensuing 
year. 
Dr. J ones moved as the sense of the Con­ 
vention th at Dr. Burrows would confer a 
great benefit upon the Convention by giving 
a verbal commentary npon the book of 
Psalms before the close of the Convention. 
Carried. 
Dr, Burrows expressed his appreciation of 
the action of the Convention in extending 
this invitation. 
The audience then sang “ Beulah Land,” 
led by Mr. Thian. 
The discussion of the next topic—“ The 
Teachers’ work, in the Class aiidinthe Home” 
—was opened by Dr. D . E. Bushnell. 
No 
teacher, he said, could be successful without 
obtaining the confidence of his scholars as to 
his ability and preparation for teaching and 
his worthiness to occupy the position of 
teacher. 
This requires earnest and honest 
study and faithfuluesp. 
The teachers should 
also visit scholars in their hornee. 
Rev. R. Mackenzie followed upon the same 
subject. 
The primary and Bible classes, he 
said, could be managed by proper adaptabil­ 
ity and preparation, but those who teach in 
the interm ediate departm ent have his sym­ 
pathies. 
In addition to careful preparation 
on the part of teachers, they needed to be 
ready by impromptu thought to answer ques­ 
tions or objections arising, and like a flint be 
always ready to throw out sparks and fresh 
thought» whenever struck. 
Rev. W. J . Sm ith was in favor of lesson 
papers as helps, but if they were to take the 
place of a careful study r.f the Bible, then he 
wished to have them dispensed with. 
The 
teachers should 
be 
Christians, to teach 
Christian doctrines. 
F urther remarks were made by Mr. T hiar, 
Dr. Gibson, Mrs. Bradford, Mr. Ballard, 
Rev. R. S. Symington and Rev. M r. Hill. 
The Committee on Resolutions reported 
the following, which was adopted : 
Resolved, That the subject of the introduction of 
a tem perance catechism into the Sunday-school, as 
a regular part < Í the instructions, be referred to a 
special committee, to report at the m eeting of the 
Convention next year, and that Rev. J. P. Egbeit, 
Rev. H. B. Heacoik ai d J. M. Haven compose said 
committee. 
T.ie presiding officer stated that he had 
just been informed by Governor Perkins that 
there are now six or seven boys in the State 
Prisons, for miuor crimes, who are under 15 
years of aoe, and whom he would liberate 
immediately if they could be provided with 
good homes, and suggested that if any person 
could aid in providing such homes it might 
prove the saving of these youths. 
The hour of r.oon having arrived, and as 
the delegates were to visit the Crocker art 
gallery during recess, the Convention ad­ 
journed until 2:30 r. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Convention reassembled at half-past 
2, Dr. Briggs iu the chair, and exercises were 
opened by Ringing, “ Come thou Fount of 
of every Blessing,” led by Mr. Stebhins. 
Prayer l y Rev. Mr. H enry followed, after 
which was surg, “ Jo y to the W orld, the 
Lord has rJome.” 
The to; ic—“ The Necessity of a High Stand­ 
ard of Teaching—How 
A ttained,” 
was 
then 
announced, 
a n i 
its 
consideration 
opened by Rev. Charles 
A. 
Savage of 
Berkeley. 
The 
“ scandard,” 
he 
said, 
was t hri»t 
and his teachings, 
but 
iu 
imparting the truth of the Bible, the teachrr 
m ust contiguously draw from practical lesson 
in life and passing things. 
Tne great end is 
not simply salvation, hut a pure and Christ- 
l.ke life. 
Remarks were ais i made upon the 
tobject by Dr. W illey, Dr. Burrows and Dr. 
Bentley.

The topic was further discussed by Rev.

Rboder and Dr. Bushnell. 
Leading points iu the discussion were : 
Special adaptability of teachers; the pleas­ 
antest room Jin the Sunday--chool, and the 
departm ent should be always designated the 
primary and not the infant class.

board work as a help in teaching was warmly 
indorsed, and one speaker thought it would 
be a good idea for ministers to r.-e the black­ 
board to explain what they meant by the 
sermons.

I k e question drawer was then opened, and 
questions read and answered by the President 
of the Association, Dr. Briggs, among which 
were th ■ following : 
Question—How shall we keep the scholars 
from graduating from our Sunday-schools? 
Answer—Teach them so well *rol iu such an 
interesting manner th at they will not wi.dj to 
graduate. 
Q.—Should r» ward a b“ offered for attend­ 
ance and lessons ? A .—N ot generally, but if 
very wisely conducted it may not bit ohjac­ 
tionable. 
Q —Should Sunday s-hool 
concerts be 
given for the purpose of raising money? A — 
Yes, if propeily conducted. 
No, if improp­ 
erly conducted. 
Q.—W hat would yon do with a man whoia 
t-o religious for a Sunday -school teacher? 
A.—He’s too good for earth, and such a per­ 
son i» not iiob’e to be foucd. 
Q.—Should teachers who feel that they are 
not cjmioctent remain h* t.-acher» 7 A .— 
Y es; many of them, or m -at of them, as a 
personal sense of incompetence often means 


a feeling of unworthiness, which is strong 
evidence of devotion to the canse. 
Dr. M . Gibson answered the following : 
Q.—How shall we gather children from the 
streets to the Sahbath-school ? A .—Go after 
them and interest them when they come. 
Q —A re story books suitable for a Sunday- 
school library ? A .—M any of the books of 
Action are mere trash, and the selection of 
books should be most carefully made. 
Q-—Ought Christians to attend theaters 
under any circumstances? A .—Yes, when­ 
ever it can be done in the iuterest of God’s 
glory ; for the Bible says. *• W hatsoever ye 
do do all for the glory of God.” 
Q.—Should Superintendents or teachers 
n3e tobacco? 
A .—Most emphatically no. 
N either Superintendent nor teacher, nor any 
other man should use tobacco. 
The State Secretary, Rev. H . H . Rice, re­ 
ported th at 117 Sunday-schools had sent iu 
reports, but they had not as yet been tabu­ 
lated, and their contents could not therefore 
be presented. 
H e offered the following reso­ 
lution, which was adopted: 
Resolved, That the Secretary be requested to 
publish in pam phlet form the proceedings of this 
Convention, with the coastitution of the Associa­ 
tion and such statistical m atter as may to him seem 
necessary, the same to be published within two 
m onths after the adjournm ent of this Convention, 
aud th a t he send a copy to each Sabbath-school in 
California. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The Convention was called to order at 7:30 
p. M. for the closing services. 
The first half 
hour was occupied in a praise service, led by 
Mr. Hyde. 
The house was filled again to its 
utmost, and the large audience joined most 
heartily in the singing.

he knew many of them could be.

cases within his owu knowledge of papers th at had 
been, he alleged, used f ir money. 
While he had no 
resjiect for such papers, fo he had no respect for 
men in the Legislature who sought by taffy talk to 
gain a little cheap reputation for future political 
ends and ambitious desires. 
The House ordered th at Clerk Riley be allowed 
$35 to remain after the session and rule, complete 
and file the journals. 
Mr.WuiPPLK desired his remarks to be understood 
as applying to editors. 
He would say for the re 
porters in the House they had been faithful and 
fair, and he had no complaint to make against them.

“ Ex|»en8e " means such expenses as have been pre 
viously provided for by law and about which there 
can be no doubt as to the am ount necessary to be 
raised, and for v hich it is the clear duty of the 
legislature to provide, 
buch expense cannot in­ 
clude the building of a wall or the adornm ent of 
grounds, else the bill might be weighed down by every 
extravagance in re-pcct to the several institutions 
of the State. 
lie reluctantly approves of the items 
for improvements at the Napa Insane Asylum, the 
furnishing of the Normal School and the branch 
thereof. 
I hc item as to the Asylum seems abso­ 
lutely necessary to the hum anitarian and sanitary 
management tf the institution and the protection 
of the buildings. 
As to furnishing the Normal 
School it is urged as a necessary corollary- of the 
establishment of the school, and is for the flrttycar, 
at least, a necessary* expense, because w ithout such 
appropriation the buildings m ust lie idle for nearly 
two years. 
To these items he gives the benefit 
of the 
constitutional doubt, aud so approves 
them . 
He closes the message 
with the hope 
that 
hereafter the 
general appropriation bill 
shall contain no item obnoxious to the spirit if nut 
the letter of the provision of the Constitution re­ 
ferred to. 
The committee on free conft. rer.ee on A. B. 10 
fi ed a lengthy statem ent of what occurred at the 
meet ng of the Senate and Assembly committees, 
c.ncem ing which contradictory statem ents have 
been made on the Seuate and Assembly floors. The 
committee reiterates its statem ent, and denies th at 
the committee made the threat or statem ent charged 
against it, that it would insist on the drainage tax 
being put into the tax levy bill. 
It gets out th at if 
Mr. H ale and Mr. SEARS had a talk about it, wuat 
cither said was not c m m ittee expression nor taken 
any notice of by the committee, 
The question was, on the motion of Mr. Y oun g, 
w hether the item in the appropriation bill vetoed 
by the Governor should nevertheless become a law, 
to which motion Mr. Y oung and Mr. V an F l e et 
spoke, la\ oring passage over the veto. Mr. E st e t 
favored the item.

Alexander Dumas, in an interview, ad­ 
vocates woman suffrage in France. 
The 
question is asked of him : 
“ Then it is rea'ly serious, your demand 
that women vote ?” 
“ Nothing more nor less." 
“ But would you take away trom them 
all their grace, all their charm ? Woman—” 
“ Oh! here you come with your plati­ 
tudes ; but don’t worry about it; she shall 
vote gracefully. 
At first it will create 
some amusement; 
for, 
you know, 
we 
French must always be in with a langh. 
But let them laugh ; women will wear bon* 
nets a la ballot-box, universal suffrage 
waists, and political equality skirts. 
At 
first it will m akes sensation, then will be 
come fashionable; after that a habit, then 
an experience, then a duty, atid at last a 
blessing. 
Be it as it may, it is already a 
right. 
A few prominent ladies of the city, 
some rich dowagers in the Provinces, and 
some of our farmers’ robust wives will set 
the example and the rest will soon follow. 
They will have meetings, assemblies,cluhg, 
as we have; they will say and do a great 
many absurd things as we do; they will 
regret them as we do, aad little by little 
they will learn to eorrsct them. 
By m ix­ 
ing more in the politics of the country 
they w ill do less to encourage that of the 
church, which will not be a b ai thing. 
Finally—woman, that is to say—the moth­ 
er, wite, daughter, this half of ourselves 
iu all ages of life, having, as well as we, 
responsih'lities and duties, this living be­ 
ing, thinking, loviog, Buffering, having a 
brain, a heart, a soul just as we have (if 
sure'y we have one), has also necessities 
and aspirations, special interests to be 
promoted, 
improvements to accomplish, 
and therefore certain rights to maintain 
and enforce that require and ought to be 
directly represented in the discussion of 
public affairs by delegates chosen by her­ 
self. 
Establish this new law of woman 
suffrage as you may think wisest, with all 
necessary precaution suitable to this coun­ 
try so wedded to routine, make certain 
qualifications if you think best, but pass 
the laws. 
There must be iu the Chamber 
of Deputies some of the women of France."
